The symbols in Table 2 denote the following: 
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a: The ink was peeled almost completely to pose a problem in practical 

use although the peeling force required was not so weak; 
o : the number of stops was 1 ; 

x: All the ink was peeled with very weak peeling force and was incapable 
of practical use and the number of stops was 6 or greater; 

3. A copy of Table 3 from the preceding Declaration is enclosed on 
which the evaluations have been changed from fair to a and poor to X to provide 

consistency with the evaluations presented in the above-identified application and the 
present supplemental Declaration; 

4. Referring to the test results presented herein, in 
Experimentation 1, the ink adhesion was improved from "x" to "a" because the corona 

discharge treatment was carried out, but in Experimentation 2, the ink adhesion 
deteriorated from "a" to"x" because the corona discharge treatment was omitted; and
